The Moon bill in the state senate re- 
quiring a uniform series of text-books 
in all the common schools of the state 
was opposed and an effort will be made 
to prevent it becoming a law, for it 
was pointed out by board members that 
such an act would compel a change in 
nearly all the text-books now in use in 
the schools of the city.

Nothing of Military Value

London, July 30.—The Russians. face 
the problem of evacuating Warsaw and 
the surrounding country without losing 
their armies, while the Austro-Ger- 
mans are making a supreme effort to 
get across their line of retreat. The 
Teutons are said to have met with par- 


trial success in thts attempt, Berlin 
stating that Field Marshal von Macken- 
sen, resuming the offensive, has 
reached the Cholm-Lublin railway, mid- 
way between those two cities, and that 
southeast of this, as far as the Bug 
river, the Russian front had been 
“shaken.” 

Von Mackensen’s success in getting 
across this railway, after having been 
virtually stopped by the Russian coun- 
ter attack, denies at least one line of 
retreat to the Russians, who still might 
be between him and Warsaw, and also 
places the Germans in ‘a position to 
move against the Bug river front. 

British military critics, however, re- 
fuse to believe that Grand Duke Nicho- 
las has not provided for all contingen- 
cies or that he was not fairly sure of 
the safety of his troops before indi- 
cating to the world that he had decided 
to take up a new line. Indeed, Ber- 
lin’s statement that the Germans have 
crossed the Vistula southeast of War- 
Saw between Pilea river and Kozienice, 
leads military writers to the belief that 
the Russians already have fallen back 
in this region, and that perhaps even 
the fortress of Ivangorod has been left 
to its fate. 


COUNTRY PUT

There is no news of the situation on 
the Narew river or of General von Bue- 
low's wider outflanking movement in 
Kovno province However, the. opin- 
ion is expressed here that as the Ger- 
man plans contemplate a series of at- 
tacks rather than a simultaneous one, 
it likely that they are waiting for 
Von Mackensen to reach some pre- 
viously arranged position before they 
resume their attacks. 

News dispatches say the

ovate use et LABOR LEADERS SCORE 
PROBE OF EASTLAND 


Chicago, July 30.—Investigation to 
determine whether anyone was crimi- 
nally to blame for the capsizing of the 
steamer Eastland in the Chicago river 
Saturday with the loss of about 1,000 
lives, was confined today to a fed- 
'@ral grand jury and to the steamboat 
inspection service under Secretary of 
Commerce William Cc. Redfield. 

The ship, still lying on its side at 
its wharf, was taken over by a fed- 
eral marshal on orders from Federal 
Judge Landis. The county grand jury, 
MacLay iovrne, state’s attorney, de- 
cided, probably did not have sufficient 
jurisdiction to accomplish anything and 
for the present ceased its inquiry. 

Secretary Redfield’s examination of 
| Steamboat inspectors developed noth- 
ing new. Charges that tne steamboat 
inspection service would not be string- 
ent enough with its own members 
(elicited from Secretary Redfield today 
ia repetition of his statement that the 
i inquiry was according to law and that 
| judgment shouid not be passed until 
it was ended. 


Labor Leaders Complain. 


Before Mr- Redfield resumed his 
hearing labor leaders issued statements 
i that the department of commerce in- 
quest would be‘a whitewash for fed- 
eral inspectors. They telegraphed a 
protest to President Wilson, but re- 
ceived no reply. After yesterday ¢ 
testimony before Secretary Redfiela 
Mayor Thompson and others said the 
examination of witnesses seemed un- 
satisfactory, while Assistant State’s At- 
torney Sullivan thought the questions 
put by Secretary Redfield were tow 
leading. 

The questioning today was turned 
over to A. L. Thurman, solicitor of the 
commerce department, although any- 
one in the room was allow'ed to *pvt 
queries. Secretary Kedfield said the 
determination of guilt, if any, lay with 
. the federal grand jury and the federal 
trial court, as his investigation simply 
was to determine whether steamboat 
inspectors had acted 
according to legal requirements.

1,000, as the dead and missing now 
total only 996.

BUILDING A RESERVE. 


Abhorrence of militarism has held the 
United States aloof from enforced military 
service or anything that smacks of it. We 
have done practically nothing even toward 
the building of a reserve; in fact, nothing 
at all outside of the better organization of 
the state national guard and its partial sup- 
port by the federal government. This has 
not proven the solution of the problem to 
the extent that the problem exists. 

A splendid suggestion in this connection 


‘comes from J. A. Peek, of Cedartown, whose 


communication appears in The Constitution 
today. Mr. Peek suggests the introduction 
of military training in the high schools of 
the country under government support and 
direction; the training of young men attend- 
ing these schools in the manual of arms, 
and briefly at least in the matter of mili- 
tary discipline. 

There is a splendid opportunity here, un- 
der some satisfactory plan which might be 
worked out by federal and state govern- 
ments, thus to train for military service in 
the course of a few years, should it be need- 
ed, an army of young men who would stand 
to the country much in the relation of a re- 
serve. This is a plan which may readily be 
carried out with no suggestion of enforced 
service, and yet from which the country 
would secure, within a comparatively short 
time, thousands of young men who under- 
stood military service and would be ready 
for the duties of trained soldiers upon call. 

Experience has proven that the training 
and exercise involved in this class of in- 
struction are valuable to young men re- 
gardless of whether occasion arises for its 
It strengthens them physical- 
ly and inculeates principles of order and 
discipline which are valuable in any station 
or business to which they may be called. 

This plan, if carried out, would undoubt- 
edly strengthen the national guard, whose 
organization is regarded rather as a nucleus 
for army extension than a complete army 
within itself. The commands of the na- 
tional guard are kept wpon a peace footing: 
in case of a call for their services it would 
become necessary to recruit them to war 
strength. Graduates of high schools with 
military training would not only make the 
best possible recruits for the national guard 
organizations, but would keep it supplied, 
under peace conditions, with capable young 
men who, by reason of their brief military 
experience in school, would be attracted to 
it much more so than would be the case 
without it. 

Circumstances have brought to the front 
discussion of the question of our prepared- 
ness in case of attack. While militarism is 
no part or parcel of the American program, 
we are compelled have 
rather gone to the other extreme ef unpre. 
We may anticipate no eccasion 


to admit that we

for attack upon us, but this does not relieve 


us of the duty of being reasonably ready. 
- The only preparation from an 
standpoint which we can boast of is.a fairly 
good nucleus and the readiness of a patriotic 
citizenship which knows practically. nothing 
of military service, to respond to any call 
necessary to repel invasion. 

Militarizing of the high under 
state and federal supervision, in a limited 
way, of course, would in a great measure 
prove a solution of the reserve problem. It 
would create a reasonably well trained and 
a thoroughly dependable force that would 
stand as a valuable adjunct to the army. The 
plan has been brought to the attention of 
the war department. There seems to be

The grade-crossing problem is beginning 
to attract the serious and active attention 
of practically every state in the union. In 
Pennsylvania the public service commission 
has taken hold of it with a view to the 
gradual extinction of this death trap. The 
proposed plan is to eliminate a certain num- 
ber each year and not to permit any moré 
to be constructed, so that ultimately they 
will disappear.

From Public Benefactors 


By Sam W. Small. 

Up in Massachusetts, 
while a guest at the 
home of a very wealthy 
man, he said to me that 
“the hardest problem a 
rich and benevolent man 
has to solve is what to 
do with his’ gifts — 
where to bestow them 
with certainty that they 
will produce the best 
and most lasting bene- 
fits.” 

Naturally I was some- 
| what surprised to know 
that giving away money 
was a really difficult 
thing, but he explained 
the matter by personal 
experiences of a very 

convincing character. 

I suggested to him that he might give a 
million to endow,a “chair of benefactions” 
in his favorite university, to--which men 
might resort to learn the gentle art of effi- 
client giving, but the suggestion didn’t seem 
to take.

Only vesterday I was looking over a sum- 
mary of the benefactions publicly announced 
during the year 1914, and was struck by the 
all too obvious fact that over 97 per cent of 
the great total was given to institutions and 
objects in the states north of Mason and 
Dixon's line, and west of the Missouri river. 

The whole sum of donations and bequests, 
counting only those over $10,000 each, was 
$320,000,000, and the total amount thereof 
that was given to institutions and objects in 
the fourteen southern states, with over 
02,000,000 population, was scant of $7,800,000. 

Of that latter sum, $5,308,750 was given 

by five southern men—one of them, of course, 
being our generuous fellow citizen, Asa G. 
Candler. 
? The donations directly to educational in- 
stitutions throughout the nation were over 
$45,000,000, and of that sum twenty-eight 
universities and colleges in the southern 
States pot $2,614,415, or less than 6 per cent 
of the total. 

And of that latter sim, $801,848-was given 
by northern philanthropists to universities 
and colleges the colored people in the 
south.

TRUST ESTATE WILL 
AMOU TO $600,000 


Tampa, Fla., July 30.—On the ar- 
rival here today of conies.of the decree 
Signed in Jacksonville by Federal 
Judge R. M. Call, it was learned that 
the assets transferred to C. M. Knott, 
receiver for the Bayshore Realty com- 
pany and Swann & Holtsinger company, 
was from the trust estate heretofore 
created by the Interstate Investment 
company to meet obligations of the 
other companies, and did not consist of 
the entire holdings of the Interstate 
company. The trust estate amounted 
originally to something over $600,000, 
but in administering it $140,000 was 
paid out prior to the appointment of 
a receiver. 

George P. Raney was trustee and 
receiver for the $600,000. trust 
estate, but not of the Interstate Invest- 
men company, which hus not been in 
the hands of any receiver. The hold- 
ings of the Swann & Holtsinger com- 
pany, the Bayshore Realty company 
and the trust estate total $1,500.000 and 
the liabilities are about $700,000. The 
residue, after all other debts have been 
paid, will go to the Bayshore Realty 
company, instead of to the Interstate 
Investment company, as would have 
been the case, it is claimed, under the 
trust deed.
